OUe Valley Improvement AHSorlatlon 
Closes Annniil Meeting— Next 
SMshm at VMunik 

liOttlsvllle, Ky., Deeembor IS— Rais- 
ing of funds with which to carry on 
the work of the assoetatlon nest year 
and re-elecMon of all the present of- 
ficers, featured the closing session of 
the Ohio Valley Improvement Asso- 
ciation yesterday, which followed the 
ado[>tlon of the report Ot the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. 

Delegates to the convention pledged 
subscriptions amounting to $6,260 
with many towns not reporting. 

It is believed that when all the re- 
ports have been received a total of 
$10,000 will be subscribed for work 
of the BBBOciatlon. 

The report of the Committee on Res- 
olutions was read by .Toseph Iturge. 
Chairman, at the morning session, and 
after discussion, led by Albert Bet- 
tinger, of Cincinnati, unanimously was 
adopted. 

The resolution, after pointing to the 
great delay in Ohio River Improve- 
ment work, expressed the hope that 
the present Congress will recognise 
the Justice of the case of these im- 
provement projects by making such 
appropriations as will permit the full 
completltion of the project work by 
1922, the date set for the fulflllment of 
nil Improvement plans. 

The reaoltitlons recite the good that 
will result from the further improve- 
tnent of the Ohio River and recom- 
mend that Cniiirfcss ameiul legislation 
tlxluK the iiowers of the luterstat' 
Commerce ('ouunissiou so th.'it juris- 
diction by that body over waterways 
transportation will be mandatory in- 
stead of- permissive. 

The resolutions favor the early com- 
pletion of all works on the lower Ohio 
as a means of giving employment to 
returned soldiers, and point out that 
full utilisation ot the river route will 
solve many of the coal and transpor- 
tation problems which have developed 
during the war. 

The convention voted to hold the 
twenty-flfth annual meeting at Padu- 
cah next December.

Tlicsr rcv( lnl ions, triowiiii; oiil 
of a Senate investigation of the sale of the Washington Times to 
Arthnr Brishane, go far beyond this subject and cover every phase 
^of (iiTiiiiiii pidpiit-Miidii in till' I'liitcd States and Mexico, involvinp 
many wealthy foreigners and not a lew Americans supposed to be 
above contamination of this sort. It is sho%vli in Belaski's report 
to the Scnnic lluil the State Di'pMrtniciit and the Department of 
Jnstiee were never tin- l)eliiMdliaiid in knowledge of these tran.siic- 
tions, and the wonder is that the Administration was iil)lu to sup- 
press so many startling facts which, had they been made public af 
the time, would have caused more than a sensation. Bemstorff, for 
example, had his erinn s lieeii linown ln-foreliniid, nevei' eoidd hiivi 
made the peaceful and unperturbed exit that he was permitted to 
make. 

We enii now clearly see tliat the form of the (lei'l)irnti<in innde 
on April (i, 1917, which did not deelare war. but merely reeogni/ed 
that through flermany's nets a state of war has been created, was 
entirely logical, fiermany had long been waging war on ns wtien 
we shot buck. Imagine how an honest man like Secretary linnsinjr 
must have felt as BernstoriT erawled ,il)oiit I How strong must have 
been the impulse to kick him downstairs. 

To what degree were the men sincere who now say they had no 
idea of how they were being used and how lliey were ti(d\e1i>d on 
secret (ierniiin nrehives.'

They are already rebuilding the 
broken homes of France. And they 
are already rebuilding the broken men.

2. Why doesn't the government lay 
down a schedule of rations? 

There Is no schedule of rations that 
will suit all people. There is one ne- 
cessary portion for a ooal heaver and 
another for a retired clergyman; one 
for a boy with hollow legs and another 
for a young salesman, another for a 
middle aged accoiiiitHnt. The mother 
who feeds four children, sweeps, 
cooks, sews, scrubs, and works in the 
garden cannot live on what wdiild suf- 
fice for the dear old lady wilh loiiled 
hands. What Is an abundance on a 
Florida piazza would oe famine for a 
lumberjack where it's 20 below. 

3. How can every household work 
out a wise and patriotic ration? 

The ration must be set by every 
household and by every Individual ac- 
oordins to age, ooeupatlon, activity, 
and residenoe. Finding the ration for 
each home and person requires intelli- 
gent study of food values and advice

I DISCLOSES VALUE 
OFJNSTITIITION 

Ma.vsville and ^axnii Count)' Knicrgr- 
eliry lliispilnl Neru-d Many Inlln- 
pnzn rntienfjt at Small ('o»l — 
Sacrifice Made By Those 
la Chaive. 

The Mayavllle and Mason County 
Bmergeney Hospital which was es- 
tablished at the Thomas home on 
Bridge street during the severest per- 
iod in the recent Influensa epidemic 
served a great number of patients at a 
very nominal cost to the city and 
county and yet saved many lives and 
prevented a greater spread of the dis- 
ease among our citizens. These fa< ts 
together with sacrifices on the part 
ijf lliose servini; tlie liospital were 
bro\inlil lo lislit for tlie first time last 
nlglit at a joint meeting of a commit- 
tee from the County Fiscal Court, the 
City Council and the County Health 
Leagl^. 

Quite a bit of the expense of the 
hospital was borne by the Red Cross 
while supplies were liberally donated 
by residents of the city and county 
and. others donated their serrlces 
After an operation of several weeks, It 
was learned last night, tbat the bal- 
ance of expense to lie paid by the c!ty 
and county was only $743.56, of this 
amount the city of Maysvilie pays 
$321.78. This was a great surprise to 
all as no one liad IIioukIiI tin.' expem es 
would go under one thousand doUiire 
even with liberal eontrtbuttons from 
the Red Cross. 

Those who served the hospital df.r- 
ing the epidemic are entitled to the 
thanks of the community and they \( ill 
receive them when the stories of their 
many sacrifices become known. 

The hospital, which was under the 
management of County Health Ofllcer 
J. S. Locke and County Nurse M'ss 
Annie M. Casey, was managed in the 
most economical and successful mi n- 
ner. Both Dr. Txicke and Miss Ca; ey 
saM'il llie city and county a lai ?e 
anioniil of money in many ways rnd 
especially in aiiiliulaiice fees for with 
their own aiitoiiiolilles driven by thcu- 
selves and hnrnin!; tlieir own gasoli le. 
they delivered the great rviJorlty of 
the patients to the hospital and tlien 
returned them to their homes. 

The Emergency hospital plan vas 
one of the most successful undertt.k- 
ings' of the epidemic period and all 
who had a part in Its establishment 
and maintenance deserve the tharks 
of the people.

(ieorge Washington, with President 
Wilson and his oiiiclal party aboard, 
arrived off Brest shortly after noon to- 
day. 

At 1:10, preceded by its convoy of 
warships, the steamship entered the 
harbor and steamed slowly toward its 
anchorage. 

Instead of the presidential salute 
being fired by all the warships, as 
planned In the original nrograiu. the 
George Wasliinuton steamed between 
the double line ol' liallle craft in the 
mhlst of tlie most iinio-essixe silence.

At the same time, the blanket or 
fog over the harbor began to lift, rc- 
vpullng the gaily decorated craft and 
the gray, encircling hills, which 
served as a frame for the briilliin' 
picture. The city was picturesque 
In its holiday attire of flags and 
bunting. 

The president's lucky number was 
fade doubly Ir.cky by the fact that 
tills is Friday, the thirteenth, and 
the weather was doing Its part In 
providing the proper setting for the 
historic event, in which, for the flrst 
time, a president of the Onited States 
set foot on foreign soil. 

The George Washington passed over 
the grave of the Lusltania, southwest 
of Ireland, late yesterday. Many ships 
from Queenstown met and saluted the 
big liner.
